Are Doing Nobly in Carrying on 
( War Work 

A London Times correspondent 
writes: The Italian woman is before 
all else a woman. Here and there the 
exceptional woman may qualify for 
afi LL.D. Last November a girl of 
17 was awarded a master’s foreign- 
going certificate by the Italian Nauti¬ 
cal school. 

At the outbreak of war the Italian 

Women clerks soon followed for 
hanks and firms where the staffs 
were* depleted by the calling to fhe 
women responded to the call of thf 
country in a most commendable spir¬ 
it. Quietly and without fuss, they 
came forward, expecting neither re¬ 
ward nor glorification. To serve the 
country without ostentation and help 
husband, son, or brother to win the 
war and return home has been their 
aim. They were content to do any 
humble work. 

After only two months of war 
women conductors were to be seen 
.on many trains in Rome and women 
scavengers cleaned the street, 
colors of all men between the ages 
of 20 and 39. There was no alterna¬ 
tive but to substitute women clerks, 
and in the government service there, 
were some department in which men 
were largely replaced by women, with 
pay from 16s to 24s per week. 

Though not so well trained as men, 
the women have not proved ineffi-i 
cient. They are versatile and quick, 
and that same versatility in agricul¬ 
tural Italy, who knows little about 
factories ancl mills, suitable foT their 
new task. 

Out of 500,000 persons engaged at 
the beginning of this year in 2,200 
munition factories, 100,000 were wo¬ 
men against 1,760 in August, 19M, 
and 60,000 in October 1916. 

They work eleven horus a day and 
ate paid front three to five shillings 
per day for - their, work. They »re 
pronounced intelligent and diligent, 
and equally intelligent as the work of 
their sisters who are making soldiers’ 
uniforms. 

All articles of. clothing, indeed, all 
soldiers' clothing in Italy, is now 
made by women. Women also work 
the military bakeries and laundries.

winter. Home canning of vege¬ 
tables is a simple matter; when 
put up in ordinary glass jars, se¬ 
curely sealed, they are equal if 
not superior to the factory brand, 
ano the cost is much lower. 

Peas, string beans.sweet corn, 
pumpkins, beets, tomatoes and 
all vegetables which will not keep 
without cooking, may be canned. 

After cleaning and preparing 
the .vegetables to be preserved, 
they are enclosed in a cheese¬ 
cloth and parboiled for five min¬ 
utes. They are then dipped in 
cold water, packed in glass jars, 
boiling water poured over ,them 
to fill up all crevices,and the lids 
loosely adjusted. The jars are 
then placed in an ordinary boil-1 
er filled with water, with plates 
or dish covers to pre vent the jars 
touching the bottom of the- boil- 
j er, and are allowed to boil stead-

Walls Without Mortar 

In dry walls I think the old stone 
mason takes the greatest pride of all; 
for it is the dry wall—I mean by that 
a wall laid without mortar—that the 
■sheer art of the mason comes most 
into play, says a writer in the Ameri¬ 
can- Magazine. Anyone can throw a 
wall together if lie has mortar to 
make it stick, but a dry wall must 
stand out fof what it is, built solid 
from the bottom up, each stone rest¬ 
ing securely upon the one below it, 
and braced and nested in by the sheer 
skill of the mason. 

The art of . the dry wall is the 
ancient heritage of New England and 
speaks not only of the sincerity ‘and 
the conscientiousness of the old puri¬ 
tan spirit but strikes the higher note 
of beauty.
